Any resubmission or new request to retrieve must be filed in sufficient time for the Office to receive the 
electronic copy of the foreign priority application(s) from the participating office(s) before the payment 
of the issue fee in the above-identified application (see 37 CFR 1.55(a)(2)). The request should be made 
within the later of four months from the filing date of the application or sixteen months from the filing 
date of the foreign application. See 37 CFR 1.55(d). The applicant remains responsible for satisfying the 
requirement for a certified copy of the foreign priority application within the time period set forth in 37 
CFR 1.55(a). 
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
